WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—’Treas­ 
ury sources said today the adm in­ 
istration was considering a request, 
to congTess to hike the employe's 
-hare of social security taxes from 
1 per cent to 5 per ceriit of his 
pay check. 
Under this plan, if adopted, em ­ 
ployers would increase their con­ 
tribution to old age pensions from 
1 to 2 peT cent, and would con­ 
tinue paying 3 per cent for unem ­ 
ployment insurance, m aking their 
total also 5 per cent. At present, 
the emloyes pay no federal un­ 
employm ent ta x ; only 
1 per cent 
for old age pensions.
